TOO EFFICIENT. 
CHANGE COMING? 
SPEED AND GAS. 


It is not v ery often th a t a 
man loses his job becau se he is 
efficient, bu t th a t is w hat has 
happened in the case of the dis­ 
missal of Frank Mcllwain, 
as 
representativ e for the state alco­ 
holic bev erages commission. 
Mcllwain, who also is Demo­ 
cratic 
cou nty 
chairm an, 
will 
probably be giv en some other job* 
The post as representativ e of the 
alcoholic bev erages board is a 
v ery im portant one. He meets 
with the two cou nty members to 
condu ct hearings on applications 
for those who want to sell beer, 
wine or liqu or. His official O. K. 
is needed before a license is 
granted. 
There are 17 cou nties in this 
district, and Mr. Mcllwain met 
with disfav or at Mu ncie and the 
so-called ou tlaw element there 
went gu nning for his job. Mr. 
Mcllwain is a stickler for abiding 
by the law and code set down for 
handing ou t liqu or permits, and 
this didn’t sit wen in a place 
like Mu ncie. 
The Ru shv ille man is a tee­ 
totaler and he has attem pted to 
hand ou t permits according to 
the m anner prescribed. He has 
been complimented sev eral times 
u pon the m anner in which tav ­ 
erns in this section of the state 
hav e been operated. 
His su ccessor is a Mu ncie man. 
if th at means any thing to y ou . 


Speaking of the “model” In­ 
diana liqu or law as it is termed, 
we recall th at when it was en­ 
acted the Democratic sponsors 
declared th at it was designed to 
take away liqu or from the hands 
of politicians. 
They cited the fact th at y ears 
ago the gov erning of licenses fell 
to the lot of cou nty commission­ 
ers and politics play ed an im­ 
portant part. 
Of cou rse u nder the “model” 
law, politics nev er enter the pic­ 
tu re—it ju st foams ov er! 
Political pu lls, here and there, 
are requ ired for all jobs created 
u nder the “model” law. The dis­ 
tribu tion of beer in cou nties is 
handed ou t on a political platter. 
In th at connection, the lid will 
probably be blown off here short­ 
ly . The present holders of the 
cou nty permit hav e applied for 
a renewal and sev eral others are 
also seeking the permit. 
Ru mors state th a t a change 
jje made, and sev eral sore 
^ ted i 
her imer 
pu lling on th >^!ngs. 
Holders of tav ern permits pre­ 
dict a “beer war” soon. The law 
prov ides th at tav ern owners can 
bu y from their own cou nty dis­ 
tribu tor, or from any distribu tor 
in an adjoining cou nty . 
It is u nderstood th a t negotia­ 
tions are u nder way now to place 
orders ou tside the cou nty and 
the “model” law may soon be 
fou nd ou t th at it is not bu llet 
proof.

chu rch, Darlington, Eng., who 
was asked by Edward to m arry 
him according to the serv ice of 
the Chu rch of England.

ceiv ed the approv al of his bishop 
to perform the ceremony . 
Rogers will giv e Mrs. Warfield 
away in the religiou s ceremony 
and Major Edward Du dley Met­ 
calfe, the du ke’s equ erry , will be 
best man. 
Rogers and Major 
Metcalfe will act as witnesses for 
the cou ple at the civ il ceremony .

W ashington, Ju ne 2 (JP) — The 
adm inistration’s $1,500,000,000 re­ 
lief bill, winning m idnight hou se 
approv al 
after 
a 
compromise 
qu ashed a persistent rev olt, went 
to the senate today for another 
m ajor battle. 
Economy adv ocates in th a t 
chamber said they wou ld renew 
demands to cu t the fu nd by one- 
third. A hou se bloc lost a sim­ 
ilar attem pt before the final 323 
to 44 v ote by which the bill 
passed. 
There were prospects, too, th at 
some senators wou ld try to re­ 
instate am endm ents to earm ark 
one-third of the total for roads, 
dams and other special projects. 
These won tentativ e hou se ap­ 
prov al last week ov er the objec­ 
tions of adm inistration leaders. 
After week-end conferences, 
howev er, the president’s lieu ten­ 
ants agreed on modifications, 
which were accepted last night 
by tired and hu ngry members 
who had been in session since 
noon. 
Six roll calls, each requ iring 
35 
minu tes, 
prev ented 
most 
members from leav ing the cham ­ 
ber for dinner. 
Majority Leader Ray bu rn (D., 
Tex .) had argu ed th a t ty ing of 
the president’s hands by the 
earm arking amendments wou ld 
force dismissal of more than 
6 30,000 
workers 
from 
Works 
Progress rolls. 
The adm inistration contended 
the earm arking proposals wou ld 
take ex tra money for m aterials 
and redu ce the am ou nt av aila­ 
ble for wages. 
Hou se members described the 
compromise as inclu ding: 
1. An adm inistration promise 
th at probably mu ch more than 
the $45,000,000 tentativ ely ear-

These stations are located at 
the Harry Joy ner restau rant in 
Arlington and the filing station 
ju st sou th of Ru shv ille operated 
by Lowell McHenry . 
Both places are established a t 
the scenes of many highway ac­ 
cidents. The Joy ner restau rant 
is located at the intersection of 
U. S. highway 52 and the C arth­ 
age pike while the McHenry ser­ 
v ice station is located a t the 
ju nction of highway s 52 and 3. 
The Ru sh cou nty Red Cross 
chapter has su pplied each sta­ 
tion with a stretcher, a 24-u nit 
first aid kit, a split-ring splint 
and a telephone directory of all 
near-by phy sicians, hospitals and 
ambu lances. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Joy ner and 
Mr. and Mrs. McHenry hav e been 
awarded Red Cross certificates 
u pon their completion of the 
work in the ten-weeks’ first aid 
class condu cted by Dr. Frank 
Green, Jr. 
J. S. Christian and Ralph 
Phares of this city also were 
members of this class who re­ 
ceiv ed certificates. The six per­ 
sons were giv en instru ctions on 
first aid treatm ent for inju ries 
ordinarily resu lting from motor 
accidents. 
Red Cross regu lations requ ire 
th at at least two employ es of 
ev ery highway first aid station 
mu st su ccessfu lly complete the 
standard first aid cou rse and be 
able to giv e treatm ent properly 
before the station can be ac­ 
credited. 
Since the Ru sh cou nty chapter 
m et this requ irement, the two 
local 
highway 
stations 
were 
placed in operation as soon as 
proper au thorization was receiv ­ 
ed from W ashington, Mr. Camp­ 
bell stated. 
All the equ ipment fu rnished by 
the Ru sh cou nty Red Cross to 
the two highway stations will be 
replenished when necessary . 
The state highway departm ent 
is placing appropriate signs a t 
the Joy ner and McHenry estab­ 
lishments, indicating th at they 
are first aid stations. 
In 
its 
nation-wide 
driv e 
against traffic deaths and in­ 
ju ries, the American Red Cross 
has already established 7 00 su ch 
stations, Mr. Campbell said, and 
ov er 3,500 
others hav e 
been 
promised. 
It is believ ed th at many liv es 
can be sav ed throu gh the prompt 
treatm ent giv en by trained a t­ 
tendants at these first aid sta­ 
tions to persons inju red in traffic 
accidents.

Rome, Ju ne 2 (/P) — Italian 
warships established a v irtu al 
blockade of eastern Spain today 
to prev ent Ru ssian v essels from 
carry ing war su pplies to the Ma- 
drid-Valeqcia gov ernment. 
A reinforced German battle 
fleet was u nderstood here to be 
co-operating with the Italian 
men of war in their determ ined 
mov e to stop Sov iet ships from 
ru nning mu nitions to the Span­ 
ish gov ernment. 
Italian political circles consid­ 
ered the su dden decision of Pre­ 
mier Mu ssolini as, in effect, 
clamping down the ineffectu al 
blockade which insu rgent Gen­ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco had 
attem pted to establish on the 
M editerranean coast of Spain. 
The ports, inclu ding the im ­ 
portant centers of Valencia it­ 
self and Barcelona, blockaded by 
the warships of Italy and Ger­ 
many are the same ones which 
they were assigned to patrol as 
part of the international non­ 
interv ention committee’s effort 
to end the flow of arm s and m u ­ 
nitions to boih sides in the civ il 
war. 
It was u nderstood here, al­ 
thou gh 
w ithou t 
confirmation, 
th at the blockade u nits wou ld 
u se su ch force as was necessary 
to keep contraband of war from 
re a d ing the armies which are 
fighting to pu t down Franco’s 
armed bid for power. The insu r­ 
gent Franco regime is recognized 
by both Germany and Italy as 
the tru e gov ernment of Spain. 
This action wou ld go bey ond 
the fu nction ex ercised by the 
Italian and German warships as 
part of the non-interv ention pa­ 
trol. While fly ing the flag of the 
27 -nation 
committee 
patrol, 
ships had no power to stop m er- 
chantm ent forcibly . 
Italy and Germany both re­ 
su med freedom of action Monday 
by withdrawing from the London 
committee and demanding fu ll 
gu arantees 
th at 
their 
patrol 
ships wou ld not be attacked 
again by Spanish gov ernment 
warplanes.
